(By Universal Service) 
WASHINGTON, August 16.—The 
presidential ice-box in the White 
House was made _  iceless’ today 
when electric refrigerating ma- 
chinery was installed. 
Washington, Jefferson, Adams 
and the early presidents obtained | 
their ice for the presidential re- 
frigerator from the Potomac river. 
The first White House, burned in 
1812, had an ice house built into 
it. It was a cellar 20 feet square 
and 15 feet deep. After this the 
ice boxes were made of rough 
lumber with the seams caulked. 
This prevailed until Lincoln’s 
administration when an ice box, 
insulated with cork and charcoal 
and having two compartments, was 
installed. Ice then was brought 
from the Kennebec river in Maine. 
Lincoln’s ice box remained in 
the White House until Cleveland’s
